REPORT ON ORPHANS’ HOME. 


The Baptist Orphanage was opened for the reception of children, 
in the city of Jackson | about seven years dgo. Its purpose was to 
furnish a home for white orphan children in the State and give them 
the care and influence of] a Christian home. The control of this insti 
tution is in the hands alacant iucorporated under the laws of the 
State. These trustees afte chosen from among the Baptist churches of 
the State, who rely on Gbd’s promises for support, The institution is 
kept up by voluntary gontribut ins of churches: and individuals. 
Thus far they have done good work. They are not yet able to receive 
all the applicants wor provide fur their wants. The spirit of liberality 
is increasing, and we trugt the Lime will soon come when destitute

In 
Cuba, amid great difficulties and in the face of almost unparalleled 
obstacles, the work has moved) steadily’0n. The magnitude of the

The report on Foreign Missions was Yead by S.E. Tull 
for W. R. Lacy and adopted as follows : 


REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The last command of our Lord, to “Go into all the world acd 
~preach the Gospel to every créature,” had reference to missions at 
home and abroad, all in Gné; but, becausd of the magnitude of the 
work and for the convenience of our people, the mode of operation has 
been divided into State, Home and Foreign Missions, each one being 
presided over by a separate board selected for that purpose. 


The Foreign Board (a creature of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, with a constitution, located at Richmond, Va.,) collected during 
the last conventional year $147,629.69, making only about 13 cents per 
capita, and had in its employ 138 missionaries and 215 native helpers. 
Among these are 68 ordained preachers. There were baptized on all 
the fields thus occupied 2,076 converts; quite an increase ever the pre- 


vious year. These in-gatherings are the fruits of seed sown in days 


gone by. 


The Macedonian cry to coME OVER AND HELP Us is coming up 
fromthe different fields, now ready for the Master's sickle. Though 
the demand is so great and the call so urgent,,our Association only 
contributed about 11 cents per member to this worthy cause last con- 
ventiona] year. Why is it that our people, who call themselyes Mis-- 
sionary Baptists, do not give over 11 cents per capita to Foreign Mis- 
sions, when the question is asked, ‘‘Why stand ye here, all day idle?” 
The appeal comes to each one individually, ‘‘Ye are not your own, for 
ye have been bought with a price.’’ It is but your reasonable service 
to offer yourselves, with what God has given you, in sacrifice to Him. 
If you have receive¢ the blessings of salvation, then why not pass it 
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on to those who have it not? Freely ye have received, freely give
